ACTION TAKEN: Оп 02/23/13, the DVD of the recording from LT George Sinko's (Car # 17) vehicle video recorder, was seized from SGT 
Wisentaner (Newtown PD) by Detective Mudry # 824 and entered as Exhibit # 356A in this ongoing investigation. The DVD is a recording of LT 
Sinko's response to the Sandy Hook School Shooting that took place on 12/14/12. 


During the recording of the video, LT Sinko was working an extra duty construction assignment with Brennan Construction. The assignment was 
located at the intersection of South Main Street (Rte 25) and Swamp Rd (Newtown/ Monroe town line). The video is a forward facing view from the 
cruiser. During the play of the video, it displays the title of "Car 17 Off Mulhall." His dash cam video was activated and the audio portion was 
recording during the construction assignment. 


The DVD recording was sent to the State Police Forensic Lab to be converted into working copies for the investigation. The initial DVD recording 
was placed onto three separate DVDs. The recordings can be viewed on a Windows Media Player only. The video only provides a running time in 
increments of minutes and seconds. During the play of the video, the timer of the video runs in the lower right hand corner with the length of the 
video shown in the upper right hand corner of the video. The time stamp from the Newtown PD radio transmissions was used as a baseline to 
calculate the time that pertinent events were happening. The actual time of the event was calculated using the time stamp of the Newtown PD radio 
transmission plus or minus the run time of the video.

Evidence Report 


On December 14, 2012 at approximately 0935 hours, the Newtown Police Department and the Connecticut State Police 
responded to an active shooter situation at Sandy Hook Elementary School located at 12 Dickinson Drive in Newtown, 
Connecticut. The incident involved the suspect, Adam Lanza (DOB 04/22/82), who entered the school, shot and 
murdered numerous victims, which ultimately ended with Adam Lanza dying of a self inflicted gunshot wound. The 
Central District Major Crime Squad was requested to assist by processing the residence of Adam Lanza located at 36 
Yogananda Street, Sandy Hook, Connecticut. Western District Major Crime was responsible for processing the Sandy 
Hook Elementary School at 12 Dickinson Drive, Newtown, Connecticut. 


The items of evidentiary value were seized utilizing exhibit numbers that started with six hundred and one (601) in 
order to avoid duplicating exhibit numbers with Western District Major Crime. The following items numbered six 
hundred and one (601) through six hundred and thirty-four (634) were seized throughout the course of the investigation 
at 36 Yogananda Street, Sandy Hook, Connecticut. All items were inventoried, packaged and labeled as items of 
evidentiary value. On December 21, 2012 at approximately 1211 hours, items numbered six hundred and one (601) 
through six hundred and thirty-four (634) were turned over to TFC Gravel, who secured the evidence in the Troop A 
evidence room. On January 23, 2013 at approximately 1145 hours, I transferred the above mentioned evidence items 
from the Troop A evidence room to the Central District Major Crime evidence room.

TRANSCRIPTION OF RICHARD THORNE’S (SCHOOL CUSTODIAN) 911 CALLS TO BOTH STATE AND NEWTOWN POLICE 


ACTION TAKEN: In this investigation, | was assigned to transcribe the 911 call made by school custodian, Richard Thorne. Thorne was located in 
the west hallway of the school during the school shooting and called 911 from that same location. The purpose of transcribing the telephone calls 
was to assist in putting together a timeline for the school shooting. 


The telephone calls and Police radio transmissions were obtained from the centralized dispatch center of Troops A, B, and L for the date of 12-14-12 
from approximately 0930 hours to approximately 1030 hours. The first portion of Thorne's telephone call, which was received by the Connecticut 
State Police, is part of an exhibit that was previously entered into evidence: Exhibit ++ 349: CSP 911 calls and police radio transmissions. The 
telephone call is located in the file “Item #1” of 172 items, the first half hour of transmissions. The first portion of the telephone call consists of a 
conversation between dispatcher Betsy Brennan and custodian Richard Thorne. The second portion of the telephone call is part of exhibit #336: 
Newtown Police Department 911 and routine calls to/from the PD. The second portion of the telephone call consists of a conversation between 
dispatcher Robert Nute and custodian Richard Thorne. The call to the State Police was transferred to Newtown PD and is located in the file named 
“911 Trunk 3.” 


Newtown Police Officer Jeff Silver assisted me with the transcription of the portion of the telephone call that was transferred to Newtown PD and 
answered by dispatcher Nute.

ACTION TAKEN: In this investigation, | was assigned to transcribe the CSP radio transmissions that were made during the agency's response to 
the Sandy Hook School Shooting on 12-14-12. 


The telephone calls and Police radio transmissions were obtained from the centralized dispatch center for Troops A, B, and L for the date of 
12-14-12, from approximately 0930 hours to approximately 1030 hours and entered into evidence as Exhibit # 349: CSP 911 calls and police radio 
transmissions. The transcription consists of the radio transmissions between the Troop and the personnel responding to the scene and 
conversations between the Troop and Newtown PD Dispatcher Jennifer Barocsi. It also includes the transcription of telephone calls made to the 
Troop from personnel present at the scene who were unable to relay pertinent information over the air because their portable radios were not 
transmitting properly. The 911 telephone calls made to the Troop regarding the incident that were of an investigative importance 

were transcribed in separate reports. 


During the time period of the radio transmissions, Dispatcher Betsy Brennan was primarily assigned to the Troop A dispatch, Dispatcher Mark 
Nadeau was primarily assigned to the Troop L dispatch, and Dispatcher Karen LaPrade was primarily assigned to Troop B dispatch. Sgt Michael 
Roach, TFC Timothy Loomis, and TFC Richard Binkowski were also working in the dispatch center. The transmissions and telephone calls are 
made by state police personnel, Southbury police officer (Tierney) , State's Attorney Inspector Don Brown, and an Oxford Constable (Ramirez).

Five CDs and one DVD were furnished for examination. The aim was to locate 
recorded gunshots, identify the exact times, prepare files with only gunshots and no 
other voices or background noise, prepare a chart of the number of gunshots and 
exact elapsed times of each, and to prepare a written report. 


PROCEDURE 


Initially each of the CDs and the DVD were examined to determine their contents. A 
chart was prepared of the length of each recording, the type of file, and ultimately the 
number of gunshots located on each recording. SEE “RECORDINGS” CHART. 


АП of the audio files from 911 calls were converted to high-resolution WAV files for 
examination. The DVD Dash-Cam file audio portion was separated and converted to a 
high-resolution WAV file as well. Only the initial 5 minutes of this file was studied, as 
per notes supplied from officers who had reviewed the files before delivery. 


The files were examined for discontinuities in recording. There was no evidence of 
erasures, breaks, over-recordings or erasures. All received files were observed to be 


authentic, 


The files were played repeatedly, and digitally slowed to assist im identification of 
gunshots. A tabulation was prepared for each recording, indicating the number of 
gunshots, as well as their exact elapsed time in their respective files, to am accuracy of 
one ten-thousandth of a second. SEE “RECORDED GUNSHOT CHART”. 


Next, precision editing was performed to produce audio files containing only the 
gunshots, digitally muting all recorded voices and background sounds between 
gunshots. In the case of speech coincident with a gunshot, only the part of the speech 
that overlaps the gunshot is saved. 


Plots were made of the files showing the gunshots, along with plots of the original files. 
In each case, for the sake of clarity, once all of the sounds in between gunshots were 
muted, the gunshot levels were increased, for visibility. 

In each case, the upper plot is the file with only gunshots indicated. The lower file is 
the original file, with no editing. Refer to the “Recorded Gunshot Chart” for exact 
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times of gunshots. Expanded plots were made, (SEE PLOTS 1-A through 5-A) and it 


was determined that the noises in call were not gun-related. It is 
included for comparison. Note the width of these noises as compared to the narrow 
gunshot sounds on the other plots. 


Finally, CDs were produced containing the gunshot-only files. They are included with 
this report. 

NOTES 

Please note that most of the recordings are made using a telephone. The telephone 
instrument was designed as a close-talking instrument. As such, the output drops off 
dramatically from sounds that are remote. As a result the gunshot amplitude is not 
very loud on the 911 calls. Added to this are intervening doors, clothing, position and 
direction of the handset instruments at the times of the calls, and distance from the 
guns, Nevertheless 1 believe that we have located the gunshots recorded on these files. 
Please review and make corrections using any external information, if it is available. 
CONCLUSIONS 

1. All files submitted for examination were observed to be authentic and continuous. 


2. Multiple gunshot sounds were detected on five recordings. 


3. The times of the gunshots were able to be determined to a precision of one-ten- 
thousandth of a second. 


4. Gunshot-only files were produced, and transferred to CD 
5. Plots of gunshot-only and original files were created. 


6. Charts of observed elapsed times of gunshots were produced.

The Newtown Police Department videos were compared to the time 
stamp of their radio transmissions and were determined to be accurate. The State Police videos were then compared to Newtown Officer 
Chapman's video. The following errors were found on the dash cam videos: 


The times reported on TFC William Blumenthal's dash cam video were found to be off by twenty (20) seconds. Therefore twenty (20) seconds 
needs to be added to the times reported. 


The times reported on TFC John McGeever's dash cam video were found to be off by ten (10) seconds. Therefore ten (10) seconds needs to be 
added to the times reported. 


The times reported on LT (MSGT) Michael Davis' dash cam video were found to be off by One (1) minute and twenty-one (21) seconds. Therefore 
one (1) minute and twenty-one (21) seconds needs to be added to the times reported.

ACTION TAKEN: In this investigation, | was assigned to transcribe the Newtown Police Department's radio transmissions that were made during the 
department's response to the Sandy Hook School shooting on 12-14-12. 


The radio transmissions were obtained from the Newtown Police Department for the date of 12-14-12 from approximately 0930 hours to 
approximately 1200 hours. The transmissions were entered into evidence as the following exhibits: One (1) CD labeled Exhibit 333: Newtown 
police radio transmissions (0935 to 1030 hrs) and one (1) DVD labeled Exhibit #333A: Newtown police radio transmissions (1030 to 1201 hrs). 


The transcriptions consist of the radio transmissions between the PD and the personnel responding to the scene.The two dispatchers are identified 
as Robert Nute and Jennifer Barocsi. All other personnel noted are police personnel. 


Over the course of several days, Newtown Officer Jeff Silver and | met at the Emergency Operations Center located at Fairfield Hills in Newtown, 
CT. The transmissions were obtained from the mainframe computer and were transcribed by Newtown Officer Jeff Silver, who was most familiar with 
the identities and voices of his co-workers. The entire transcription report was completed as a word document and is attached to this report.

Following 3 pages of Granny Jokes, the book lists "Granny Products of the Future", which includes advertisements for Granny Action Figure, Granny

Figures), Gran Spam, Granny Oats and Granny's Granny. Each of the products is described in an advertisement format with monetary cost and 
phone number to call to order. 


The next section of the book is labeled as "Granny's Clubhouse of Happy Children." This section is a typed dialog from an imaginary TV show. The 
main characters feature Granny, her son "Bobolicious" and several children. In the show, Granny and Bobolicious are talking to the group of 
children as if in a group. In the first episode, Granny punches one boy in the face, throws a match and causes an explosion and threatens to shoot 
and kill the children. The second episode, Granny's Clubhouse of Happy Children 2, starts out with Bobolicious speaking to the children. 
Bobolicious said "Hi! I'm Bobolicious the Explorer..... Remember last time when everyone was slaughtered!? Well...You bread-brain leeches gave 
me 75 years of prison for that so called "Tragedy"! | was having fun!" The third and final episode, Granny's Clubhouse of Happy Children 3, 


introduces two new characters, Dora the Beserker and her monkey, Shoes. Bobolicious says that they are going to play a game of "Hide and go

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The next section of the book is labeled "Adventures of Granny." There are eight chapters labeled "The Adventures of Granny” through “The 
Adventures of Granny 8." All eight chapters are dialog between Granny and another character identified as Granny's Son with various persons 
added in. In the first chapter, Granny and Granny's Son rob a bank, Granny shoots people with her rifle cane, and then blows up the bank with 
dynamite. After the robbery, Granny's Son shoots Granny in the head with a shotgun. In the second chapter, Granny and Granny's Son go ona 
boat ride. Granny falls out of the boat and Granny's Son throws her a cement floatation device which forces her to sink to the bottom of the ocean. 
In the third chapter, Granny and Granny's Son try to capture a boy and stuff him, to put on the mantle. Granny kicks the boy into the fireplace and 
he begins to burn. The boy jumps out of the fire and Granny punches him in the face. Then Granny shoots at him three times with her rifle cane 
and misses him. Granny then throws a Granny Action Figure to the boy. The boy gets distracted and the action figure comes alive and shoots the 
boy. Granny's Son says "Yay! Now we сап hang it!" In chapter four, Granny and Granny's Son go to a hockey game. Granny goes onto the ice and 
punches one of the players and then shoots him with her rifle cane. After the hockey game, Granny and Granny's Son go to Duchess restaurant to 
eat. In chapter five, Granny goes to Marine boot camp and meets up with Dora the Beserker and Swiper the Raccoon. Granny asks Dora if she 
would assassinate a soldier at midnight and Dora agrees to do it. Dora says " l like hurting people...Especially children..." Granny then shoots 
multiple people with her rifle cane. When Granny escapes boot camp and goes home to Granny's Son, she tells him that she left boot camp 
because she killed the entire Marine legion. In chapter six, Granny and Granny's Son are picked up from the side of the road by Dora the Beserker. 
Dora tells Granny that she can take her wherever she needs to go, after they go to the daycare center. When they arrive at the daycare center, 
Dora sends Swiper the Raccoon inside to distract the children.

AM CDs bore the insignia of the Connecticut State Police. 


Five CDs and one DVD were furnished for examination, The aim was to locate 
recorded gunshots, identify the exact times, prepare files with only gunshots and no 
other voices or background noise, prepare a chart of the number of gunshots and 
exact elapsed times of each, and to prepare a written report. 


PROCEDURE 








Initially each of the CDs and the DVD were examined to determine their contents. A 
chart was prepared of the length of each recording, the type of file, and ultimately the 
number of gunshots located on each recording. SEE “RECORDINGS” CHART. 


All of the audio files from 911 calls were converted to high-resolution WAV files for 
examination. The DVD Dash-Cam file audio portion was separated and converted to a 
high-resolution WAV file as well. Only the initial 5 minutes of this file was studied, as 
per notes supplied from officers who had reviewed the files before delivery. 


The files were examined for discontinuities in recording. There was no evidence of 
erasures, breaks, over-recordings or erasures. All received files were observed to be 
authentic, 


The files were played repeatedly, and digitally slowed to assist im identification of 
gunshots. A tabulation was prepared for each recording, indicating the number of 
gunshots, as well as their exact elapsed time in their respective files, to an accuracy of 
one ten-thousandth of a second. SEE “RECORDED GUNSHOT CHART”. 


Next, precision editing was performed to produce audio files containing only the 
gunshots, digitally muting all recorded voices and background sounds between 
gunshots. In the case of speech coincident with a gunshot, only the part of the speech 
that overlaps the gunshot is saved. 


Plots were made of the files showing the gunshots, along with plots of the original files. 
In each case, for the sake of clarity, once all of the sounds in between gunshots were 


muted, the gunshot levels were increased, for visibility. 


In each case, the upper plot is the file with only gunshots indicated. The lower file is 
the original file, with no editing. Refer to the “Recorded Gunshot Chart” for exact 
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times of gunshots. Expanded plots were made, (SEE PLOTS 1-A through 5-A) and it 
was determined that the noises in call were not gun-related. It is 
included for comparison. Note the width of these noises as compared to the narrow 
gunshot sounds on the other plots. 


Finally, CDs were produced containing the gunshot-only files. They are included with 
this report. 

NOTES 

Please note that most of the recordings are made using a telephone. The telephone 
instrument was designed as a close-talking instrument. As such, the output drops off 
dramatically from sounds that are remote. As a result the gunshot amplitude is not 
very loud on the 911 calls. Added to this are intervening doors, clothing, position and 
direetion of the handset instruments at the times of the calls, and distance from the 


guns. Nevertheless I believe that we have located the gunshots recorded on these files. 
Please review and make corrections using any external information, if it is available. 


CONCLUSIONS 
1. АП files submitted for examination were observed to be authentic and continuous. 


2. Multiple gunshot sounds were detected on five recordings. 


3. The times of the gunshots were able to be determined to a precision of one-ten- 
thousandth of a second. 


4. Gunshot-only files were produced, and transferred to CD 
5. Plots of gunshot-only and original files were created, 


6. Charts of observed elapsed times of gunshots were produced.

Incident Summary: 

On12/14/2012 at 0941 hours State Police personnel were assigned to respond to the Sandy Hook Elementary School for a reported active shooter 
situation. Upon arrival State Police personnel discovered multiple persons deceased, including twenty (20) children, six (6) school personnel, and 
what was later determined to be the sole assailant. Detectives from the Central District Major Crime Squad were subsequently assigned to assist 
the Western District Major Crime Squad with the investigation into this incident. 


Action Taken: 

During the initial stages of this investigation, all vehicles parked at the Sandy Hook Elementary School were identified by searching each vehicle 
registration plate through COLLECT. Each vehicle was then listed on a Return of Vehicle form that was generated by Det. Gogluicci (CDMCS). 
These forms included vehicle information, location of vehicle, owner information, and a vehicle released to section, as well as a signature line for the 
person claiming the vehicle and the Trooper releasing the vehicle. 


Once the vehicles were identified, detectives were assigned to contact the owners of the vehicles in attempt to have them remove their vehicles from 
the school parking lot. Upon the arrival of the owners (or other designee) to the school, their contact information was noted on the form. They, along

**The following is only intended to be a summary of the events that occurred on December 14, 2012, including excerpts of 
conversations contained on “911” calls and radio transmissions. This summary is not inclusive of every word recorded. 


The following summary also includes descriptions of some images retrieved from mobile video recorders that were deemed to be 
pertinent to this investigation, and images described in this timeline are not inclusive of every image seen on the videos. 


The programmed times on several mobile video recorders were found to have been set incorrectly. For the purpose of this 
summary, those times have been corrected to reflect the actual time as determined by utilizing accurately documented 
communications from the dispatch center and now correlate with the times of the dispatch centers and properly set mobile 
video recorders.

2. That the affiant Detective Scott Wisner, #507 is a regular sworn member of the Connecticut State Police 
Department and has been a member of said Department for the past 20 years having participated in numerous 
criminal investigations, which have led to arrests and convictions. That the affiant Wisner is presently assigned 


to the State Police Central District Major Crime Squad. 


3. That on Friday, 12/14/12, at approximately 0935 hours, Newtown Police Department received a 911 call from 
a caller at the Sandy Hook Elementary School, 12 Dickinson Drive in Newtown, CT. The caller reported that an 


active shooting situation was occurring at the Sandy Hook Elementary School. 


4. That as a result of the 911 call, numerous law enforcement personnel including members from the Newtown 
Police Department and the Connecticut State Police responded to Sandy Hook Elementary School, in Newtown.

1. That the affiant Detective James McGlynn, #1268 is a regular sworn member of the Connecticut State 
Police Department and has been a member of said Department for the past 23 years having participated in 
numerous criminal investigations, which have led to arrests and convictions. That the affiant McGlynn is 
presently assigned to the State Police Central District Major Crime Squad. 


2. That the affiant Detective Scott Wisner, #507 is a regular sworn member of the Connecticut State Police 
Department and has been a member of said Department for the past 20 years having participated in 
numerous criminal investigations, which have led to arrests and convictions. That the affiant Wisner is 
presently assigned to the State Police Central District Major Crime Squad. 


3. That on Friday, 12/14/12, at approximately 0935 hours, Newtown Police Department received a 911 call 
from a caller at the Sandy Hook Elementary School, 12 Dickinson Drive in Newtown, CT. The caller 
reported that an active shooting situation was occurring at the Sandy Hook Elementary School. 


4. That as a result of the 911 call, numerous law enforcement personnel including members from the 
Newtown Police Department and the Connecticut State Police responded to Sandy Hook Elementary 
School, in Newtown. Upon arrival, law enforcement personnel conducted a search of the interior and 
exterior of the school. Investigators located CT registration 872 YBO, a 2010, black colored Honda Civic 
unoccupied and parked in the fire lane directly in front of the school. The registered owner for the Honda 
Civic is Nancy Lanza, DOB 09/06/60, 36 Yogananda Street in Sandy Hook, CT. 


5. That as investigators entered the school numerous school children and school personnel were located 
deceased from apparent gunshot wounds in the first three classrooms located off the main hallway, 
adjacent to the school's front entrance. That investigators also located a teenaged white male dressed in 
military style clothing, wearing a bullet proof vest lying deceased on the floor in the middle classroom. 
That the deceased male was in possession of several handguns as well as a military style assault weapon. 
That the deceased male has been tentatively identified as Adam Lanza, DOB 04/22/92, who resides at 36 
Yogananda Street in Sandy Hook, CT. 

6. That law enforcement personnel including members of the Connecticut State Police, Emergency Service 
Unit, responded to the residence of Nancy Lanza at 36 Yogananda Street in Sandy Hook, CT. Upon 
arrival at Lanza's residence, Connecticut State Police Emergency Service Unit gained entry into the house 
and located a deceased middle aged white female lying in a supine position on a bed in the 274 floor 
master bedroom.

On August 2, 2013 members of the Western District Major Crime Squad (WDMCS) received a Western Digital 320GB hard drive bearing serial 
number 000001D919A0 from the FBI. This drive contained forensic image files of certain pieces of electronic evidence seized from 36 Yogananda 
Street in Newtown, CT by members of the Connecticut State Police (CSP) pursuant to a search and seizure warrant. The CSP exhibits had been 
turned over to the FBI where the contents of each item were forensically imaged onto the Western Digital hard drive for further examination and 
analysis. This hard drive was then placed into an ИО Magic USB Enclosure to allow the imaged files to be viewed. Contained on the Western Digital 
drive are six (6) forensic image files that correspond with six CSP exhibits. 


This Western Digital hard drive was assigned exhibit number 374 under case number CFS-12-00704559. Five of the six forensic image files were 
reviewed by members of the Western District Major Crime Squad at the request of State's Attorney Stephen Sedensky to determine if there were 
any items of evidentiary value located in thern.

Summary of Incident: During the Newtown investigation and crime scene processing at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School, School Superintendent Janet Robinson requested that investigators secure petty 
cash from the kitchen area of the school. Ms. Robinson asked that the money be turned 
over to her assistant, Dr. Linda Gejda once secured. 


Action Taken: On December 17, 2013, a formal request to secure petty cash from the Sandy Hook 
Elementary School kitchen was made by School Superintendent Janet Robinson. Chief 
Montgomery (Brookfield PD) forwarded this request to this writer who then met with 
Sergeant Jeff Covello of the WDMCS. Crime scene processing by CSP investigators was 
underway at the school at this time. At 1850 hours, Sergeant Covello and this writer went to the 
kitchen area of the school and located a clear plastic bag containing paperwork and US currency 
amounting to $428.45. The plastic bag was secured, photographed and inventoried. A JD-CR-18 
‘PD Use Only’ was completed documenting the contents of the bag (see attached). 


On December 18, 2013, the secured petty cash and inventory paperwork was turned over to 
Lieutenant Clanford Pierce of the Connecticut State Police who was instructed to meet with Dr. 
Linda Gejda. On this same date, Lt. Pierce met with Dr. Gejda who took possession of the school 
property and signed the JD-CR-18 form.

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That the undersigned Affiants, Detective Christopher Allegro #950 and Detective John Kimball #877, are 
members ofthe Connecticut State Police, presently assigned to the Western District Major Crime Squad 
(WDMCS) and have approximately 28 years of combined law enforcement experience. Both Affiants have 
conducted numerous investigations of criminal activity including, but not limited to, murder, sexual assaults, 
kidnapping, robberies, narcotics violations, and assaults and have received specialized training in the 
processing of crime scenes and the collection of physical and trace evidence. The knowledge of the facts and 
circumstances contained hereinafter are the result of the Affiants' personal investigative efforts and 
observations, as well as those of other law enforcement officers acting in their official capacity, who related 
their findings to these Affiants. 


On Friday December 14", 2012 at approximately 0935 hours, Newtown Police Department Dispatch received a 
9-1-1 call from a caller at the Sandy Hook Elementary School located at 12 Dickinson Drive in Newtown, 
Connecticut. The caller reported that an active shooting situation was occurring at the Sandy Hook Elementary 
School. 


As a result of the 9-1-1 call, numerous law enforcement personnel, including members from the Newtown 
Police Department and the Connecticut State Police, responded to the Sandy Hook Elementary School in 
Newtown. Upon arrival, law enforcement personnel conducted a search of the interior and exterior of the 
school. Investigators located Connecticut registration 872YEO, a 2010 black-colored Honda Civic, unoccupied 
and parked near the fire lane directly in front of the school. The registered owner for the Honda Civic is Nancy 
Lanza, year of birth - 1960, of 36 Yogananda Street in Newtown, Connecticut. 


As investigators entered the school, numerous children and school personnel were located deceased within the 
school. Investigators also located a white male dressed in military style clothing, lying deceased on the floor in 
room 10, The deceased male was in possession of several firearms. The deceased male has been positively 
identified as Adam Lanza, year of birth - 1992, hereinafter referred to as “the shooter”, who resided at 36 
Yogananda Street in Newtown, Connecticut. 


Law enforcement personnel, including members of the Connecticut State Police - Emergency Service Unit, 
responded to the residence of Nancy Lanza at 36 Yogananda Street in Newtown, Connecticut, Upon arrival at 
Lanza's residence, members of the Connecticut State Police - Emergency Service Unit gained entry into the 
house and located a deceased middle-aged white female lying on a bed in the 2" floor master bedroom. The 
white fernale sustained an apparent gunshot wound to her forehead. The deceased female was positively 
identified as Nancy Lanza, year of birth, 1960. 


On Thursday December 14th, 2012, law enforcement agents interviewed a witness who knew Adam Lanza and 


stated the he rarely leit his home and considered him to be а shut-in. The witness also stated that “the shooter" 


has а gun safe containing at least four guns. The witness also stated that “the shooter” had attended the 
Sandy Hook Elementary School. 


On Thursday December 14", 2012 a Search and Seizure Warrant (Mincey) was applied for and granted for the 
residence located at 36 Yogananda Street in Newtown, Connecticut. The Search and Seizure Warrant was 
authorized by the Honorable John F. Blawie. 


During the execution of the Search and Seizure Warrant at the Lanza residence (36 Yogananda Street), 
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investigators seized various items of evidentiary value. Among these items were personal computers and 
electronic equipment that would provide the user with a means of communication via the Internet. “The 
shooter” resided at this address with his mother (Nancy Lanza) and would have had access to all the 
aforementioned items. 


Through investigative efforts conducted by other law enforcement officers including a comprehensive review of 
seized items of evidentiary value, these Affiants learned that one of the computer hard drives located within the 
Lanza residence (36 Yogananda Street) contained an electronic folder labeled “Combat Arms Screenshots”. 
Within this folder were one-hundred seventy-two (172) digital “screenshots” or images taken while playing the 
video game, "Combat Arms”. 


An Internet search of Combaí Arms revealed it to be a multiplayer, free-to-play, modern, first-person shooter 
(FPS) game "served" or hosted by Nexon America, Inc. located at 222 N. Sepulveda Boulevard, Suite 300, 
in El Segundo, California 90245, Combat Arms has over 10,000,000 registered players. The game supports 
community features such as Clans, Internet Relay Chat (IRC), and an in-game Friends’ List. Combat Arms 
uses a player ranking system based on total experience, using common military ranks that players can obtain. 
Completing objectives, killing other players, and leveling up one's rank gives the player money in the form of 
Gear Points (GP) that can then be used to purchase new equipment. Equipment includes weaponry, weapon 
attachments, and accessories for one's character. Players can also purchase equipment from the Black Market 
(previously known as the Nexon Cash Shop) using Nexon Cash (NX) that is bought with real-world money. 


Further review of the aforementioned screenshots, revealed an online gaming account / character with the 
associated gamer tag, “KAYNBRED”. A gamer tag is a name (usually a pseudonym) adopted by a video | 
gamer and used as the individual's preferred identification method within the gaming community. In this case, it 
appears that KAYNBRED was the sole gamer tag utilized when logging on / playing Combat Arms from this 
computer. 


The gamer tag, KAYNBRED, also possessed a "clan tag”, which is a unique marker, image, or symbol, used to 
identify that the gamer is a member of a specific clan. Clans are generally a group of gamers who play 
together as a team against other clans. They are most commonly found in online multi-player games in which 
one team can face off against another. Clans can also be formed to create loosely based affiliations perhaps 
by all being fans of the same game or merely gamers who have close personal ties to each other. FPS clans 
normally host servers with rules that they like. For instance, if a group of gamers like to use pistols only, they 
could join a clan that runs a pistols only server and the clan would enforce the rules. So, it is important to join a 
clan that has server rules you enjoy or you could easily find yourself removed from the clan. KAYNBRED was 
a member of clan “11514с”. Additional information depicted within the screenshots, noted twenty-two (22) 
other gamer tags to be associated with clan MG14c as well as snippets of chat content corresponding (to and 
from) with KAYNBRED and other members of MG14c. 





. The definition of internet Relay Chai (IRC) is a protocol for live interactive internet text messaging (chat) or 


synchronous conferencing. It is mainly designed for group communication in discussion forums, called 
channels but also allows one-to-one communication via private message as well as chat and data transfer 
including file sharing. Combat Arms affords its users the following four (4) means of IRC from which to 
communicate while gaming: “All Chat”, “Clan Chat Only”, “Channel Chat”, and a "Community Forum”. 


Based on the Affiants' training and experience, a perpetrator(s), or persons knowing the victim(s), may have 
communicated by way of Internet Relay Chat (IRC) while participating in virtual communities, including but not 
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limited to Internet-based FPS games. Also, any co-conspirators in the planning, execution, and/or cover up of 
a particular crime may have communicated by way of IRC. Additionally, persons who communicate or attempt 
to communicate in this manner may have knowledge or valuable information leading to the identification of a 
perpetrator(s), and/or potential witness(s) of the crime.
